Nitute a PRESIDENT and COUNCIL to take Gare of-all that His Territory and Dominion of New-England-called. the 
Maſſachuſets Bay, the Provinces of New-Hampſhire & Main, and the Narraganſer Conmrey, otherwiſe called the Kings-Provinee, with 
all the Iflands, Rights and- Members thereunto appertaining; -and'to Order Rule and GOVERN the fame according to the Rules , 
Methods and Regulations ſpecified in the ſaid Commiſſion : Together with His Majeſties Gracious Jndalgence in matters of Religion. 
And for the Execution of His Royal pleaſure in that behalf, His Majeſty hath been pleaſed to.appoint Joſeph Dudley Eſq : to be the 
firſt PRESIDENT of His Majeſties ſaid Council, & FICE-ADMIRAL of theſe Seas. And to Continue in the faid Offices until his Ma- 
jeſt y ſhall-otherwiſe diret, & alſo to nominate & appoint William Stoughton, Eſq: now Depmy-Preſident, Simon Bradſtreet, Robert Maſon, 
John Fitz-Winthrope, John Pynchon, Peter Bulkjey, Edward Randolph, Wait Winthrope, Richard Wharton, Joha Vſher, Nathaniel Saltonſtal, 
Bartholomew Gidney, Yonathan Tyng, Dudley Bradſtreet, John Hinks, -and Eaward Tyng, -Eſq's: 490, be His Majeſties Comncil in the faid 
Eolony and Territories, . 

The Preſident & Council therefore being convened and having according to the DireCtion & Form of the faid Commiſſion, taken their 
-Oathes and Entered the GOVERNMENT aforeſaid ; and andingit needful, that ſpeedy & effteCftual Care be taken for the Obſervati- 
- on of His Majeſties Commands, and particularly for the Regulation and good Government of the Narraganſer Countrey or Kings-Pro- 

vince, which hath hitherto been «nſerrled, They the iid Preſident & Council have reſolved eedily to erett and ſertle a conſtant Court 

--of Record- upon the place ; and that the Preſident, -Deputy- Preſident, or ſome others 'of the Members of His Majeſties Council ſhall be 

preſent to give all neceſſary Power and Diretions for Eſtabliſhing His Majeſties Government there, and Adminiſtration of Juſtice to 
Al His Majeſties Subjefts within the ſaid Narraganſer Countrey.or Kmngs-Province, and all the 1lands, Rights, and Members thereof. 

. And the ſaid Preſident. & Council have in the interim aſſigned - Richard Smith Eſq : James Pendleton, and John- Foxes Gentlemen, Juſtices 

. to keep the Peace of our Soveraign Lord the KING and all His Subjefts: And alfo given Commiſſion to the ſaid Kichard Smith to 
* be Sergeant Major, and Chief Commander of His Majeſties 2Miliria, both of Horſe & Foor within the Narraganſer Conmrey or Province, 
and all the Iflands Rights and Members thereof. THEREFORE the ſaid Preſident & Council doe hereby in His Majeſties Name and 

_ + by virtue of His ſaid Commiiſion ſtriftly Require& Command all other perſons being-or coming upon the place, to forbear- the Excer- 
; Ciſe of all manner of Jurisdiftion, Authority, and Power, and to. ccale all further Proceedings: for the Allotments or Diviſions of 
Land, or making any S!71p or Waſte upon any. part of the ſaid Province; ſave only on each man's ſtated Propriety, except by Licence 

- obtained from the ſaid Court, or the Preſident & Comncil, until thete ſhall be ſuch effeftual Regolation and Government eſtabliſhed as 

- 4s direQed-by His Majeſty. And the ſaid Preſident & Comneil doe hereby henceforth 4ſcharge all His Majeſties SubjeQts within the ſaid 
N —_—_ Countrey or Kings Province and-all the lands, Rights & Members thereof from the Government of the Governour & Come 
pany. of Connefticut & Rhode-Iſland and Providence Plantation, & all 6thers- pretending any Power or-Jurisdiction. Hereby ing & 

+ Commanding all His Majeſties SabjeRts to yeild ready.& due Obedience to the ſaid Juſtices of the Peace, the Sergeant Major or Cheif Com- 
+ mander of His Majeſties Militia, And George Weightman, Thomas Eldridge, Thomas Monford and Wiliam Ebaplin are hereby appointed 
- & authorized preſent Conſtables: and Liberty given to the aforeſai@ Juſtices twappoint ſo many more as they! ſhall ſee necdiat to them, 
-and to.adminiſter Oathes unto the aforeſaid Conſtables & ſuch as are to be Ordeined. 'And all _—_—_— are to be 4iding & aſſiſt- 
ug unto them the ſaid Juſtices and Conſtables in the Execution and Diſcharge of their-reſpettive Oſtces, Charges and Truſts, as they 

wall anſwer the contrary at their utmoſt Peril. p } k
